KEPOET OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Your committee have great pleasure in remarking that the past year has been 
I one of increased liberality and activity in the Sabbath School Work. There has 

( been an increase of 1,517 in the number of Scholai’s, and an addition of upwards 

of 3,000 volumes to our Sunday School Libraries. The amount of money con- 
tributed is double that of any previous year, having risen ft-om $2,845 to $5,661. 

This amount, in the hands of judicious managers, must be a large power for good. 

The committee would call the attention of Conference to the importance and 
success of our District Sunday School Associations. The gathering together once 
a quarter, or at the least, twice a year, of the Teachers and Mends of the Sunday 
School to report their operations and successes, and discuss principles and methods 
of action, has resulted in immense good. So far as our knowledge extends, these 
meetings have been seasons of revival of Sunday School enterprise ; they have 
been marked by deep religious eaniestncss, and by a baptism of the sjiirit of love i 

and labor. ‘j 

The system of visitation of the Schools by Committees appointed by the A.sso- 
ciation, as in the Detroit District is productive of admirable results. We hope it 
will be adopted by all the District Associations. We shall then only need an 1' 

annual gathering of delegates from all the Associations (say during the Conference 
w'eek,) to render our Sunday School organization complete. 

These varied successes are mattere of thankfulness, chiefly because they indicate 
that our people are rising to a sense of the full measure and importance of the 
blessed work. They have now come to regard the Sunday School as an integral 
I ' part of the Church, and Sunday School instruction as a duty we ow'e to Christ’s 

‘‘ little ones, which he will accept and reward.

EDUCATIONAL REPORT. 

The term Education, a.s is very well known, signifies •• to draw out,*’ or to 
lead forth 5” or, in a more general sense, “ a developement." 

The term implies the existence of inate gems or powers susceptible of devel- 
opement — the existence of certain laws by which the.se germs are to be evolved — 
also the existence of adequate conditions and agencies by which these processes of 
developement shall be successfully carried forward. 

In its strictly etymological sense therefore, the term may be properly applied 
either to the processes or law's of developement in the soul itself, or to all those 
exteiTial agencies instituted in nature, providence and grace by which the God 
given powers of our being shall Ix' discijilined and led forth to a high, a holy and 
a glorious destiny. 

He who implanted in man’s nature i-efined and delicate sen.sibilities, has thrown 
around him the relations, the perfection.s, the magnificence of a universe “ to draw- 
out ” in graceful and harmonious developement, all the ennobling sentiments of 
his being. He who gave to man the pow-er au|^|epressable desire for the acqui- 
sition of knowledge, has opened up around hiii^PF those boundless and inestima- 
ble treasur(‘s of truth, and He who so richly endowed man’s moral and spiritual 
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natures with all high and holy as])irationp. w ith mysterious longings for and yearn- 
ings toward the infinite — hcts revealed IJimself. 

Creation evidences that the education of man w as the grand purpose of God. 
Providence evidences that it is the great work of God^ an<l grace that it shall be the 
crowning glory of (»od. 

He is the great Educator, and as his ministers, as his servants, as his plenipoten- 
tiaries — the education of the world should be our grand purpose, our great work. 
our crowning glory — tJod always works by means. See the cultivation and 
advancement of mankind in knowledge — history assigns to the ministers of reli- 
gion, in every nation, no inconsiderable share of the work and honor. 

In the earliest ages it tells us that the first savans, the tiret poets, the first philo- 
sophers, the fiist statesmen, the first judges, the first phy sicians, the first architects, 
the first artists, and the fii-st founders of institutions of learning, all belonged to the 
priesthood. 

Egypt is called the cradle of learning, and to her has been awarde<l the honor 
of instnictress to Israel, to Phonecei and Greece, and yet Egypt owed all the 
attainments in knowledge which has rendered her name illustrious, to the thorough 
researches and arduous lalK)i*s of her priesthood. 

Plato and Pythagoras sat at their feet, and on tht*ir reUirn across the sea bore 
the fires which kindled and glowed so resplendently on the classic altars of Greece. 

In India, perhaps the most celebrated for its progress in civilization and knowd- 
edge of all the lands in the East, the culture of the educated classes or casts, w’as 
exclusively in the hands of the priesthood or Brahmins ; — while in Persia the 
Magii, mentioned in the scri]>tures, w^ere alone in their efforts to e<lucate the peo- 
ple. The only schools, referred to in the Bible, are the schools of the prophets,” 
and in the succeeding history of the .lews w'o read only of “ the schools of the 
Rabbins.” 

The Christian clergy of the lii*st centuries of the new era were pre-eminently the 
educators of the people, and the foundei's, among othei-s, of the famous “universi- 
ties” of Alexandria, of Tarsus, of Antioch, of Edes, so called the Athens of Syria, 
in which there were not only illustiious professorships in Theology, but in every 
high department of learning. Amid the disorders of the dark ages, which followed 
the eclipse of Christianity, learning sought and found a refuge with the clergy in 
tlie convent, from which, with the reformation of Luther, it broke forth, like the 
morning, over mountain and sea. The universities of Oxford, Cambridge, Paris, 
Bologne and others, were but the natural out-growth of the monastic institutions of 
learning, planted in those several localities by the clergy in the tw'elfth century — a 
growth that has been chietly under their direction from that day to this. 

England is dotted, throughout her length and breadth, with dissenting colleges, 
and, with but few exceptions, the universities, colleges and seminaries of our own 
land, all owe their origin and maintainance to the enlightened zeal of the clergy. 
In the accomplishment of this mighty work, the education of the nation, the minis- 
try of our faith have Imriie no iuconsidemble a part, Inspii^d wdth that benevo- 
lence which would reach all the interests of society and “present every man per- 
fectin all wisdom,” “ they have,” in the language of a prominent minister of a sister 
denomination, “placed a larger|^ftber of efficient educators in the fiehl than any 
other church organization in the^Kil.” -\nd yet, in view of tlie increasing magni- 
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tnde and rapid developement of our resources as a church, and the ever widening 
fields of usefulness opening before us, it is to l>e feared that we are falling below 
the responsibilities of our position and of the age. In the opinion of some, our 
church has greatly erred in the establishment of so many institutions of learning, 
especially in the comparatively undeveloped north-west. This may be so, but has 
not the gi’eater wrong iK'en committed in not devising and providing more liberally 
for their endowment, according to the increased prosperity and wealth of our 
people ? 

The apathy apparent in our own State, and in our own Conference, in reference 
to the institution committed to our care, is especially to be deplore<l. Your com- 
mittee would much prefer a different and more cheerful vein of remark, but fidelity 
to our church interests and the pressing urgency of unwelcome facts, compel us to 
these reluctant utterances. Not only the prosperity of the Albion College is imper- 
illed, but its very existence is threatened. Such are its financial embarrassment, 
your committee have been assured by the agent of the institution, that it will be 
utterly impossible to continue in operation longer than the present collegiate year, 
and even thus long in crippled condition, without prompt and efficient aid. The 
day of resolutions has pa'^sed — the hour for action has come — we must ‘‘ to the 
rescue ” now, or silent halls and deserted edifices shall stand the crumbling monu- 
ments of our rt*creancy and shame. With an eligible and beautifiil site, and 
commodious stmetures, valued at $40,000, with suitable apparatus in the depart- 
ments of natural philosophy, chemistry and astronomy ; w’ith a respectable cabinet 
in the department of minerology and natural history — Avith a library of one thou- 
sand volumes, and reading room enriched with some of the choicest periodicals of 
the new and old world — with an attendance of from three to four hundred students 
annually, and with the nucleus of an endowment of about $15,000 — shall we allow 
this institution, which has been the Alma Mater of so many noble young men and , 
ladies of our church and State, and the center of so many hopes for the future, 
shall we ingloriously allow it to fail ? The claims of those holding scholarships 
demands against it — the interests of the youth of our church — the honor of the 
cause of Christ, and the plighted faith of the Detroit and Michigan Conferences 
should preclude, at once and forever, even the possibility of it. Honesty and 
honor, learning and religion, all \initedly demand of this conference, at this session, 
such action as shall at once inaugurate a united, a thorough movement, for the 
adequate endowment of this College. 

The proposal of the citizens of Albion, included in the Report of the Tnistees 
of the College to the Conference, may affonl the proper initiative to the desired 
movement 

It is therein j>rovided that when the sums subscribed by the citizens of Albion 
and vicinity shall amount to $25,000, their subscription shall be due and payable 
to a Boanl of Control therein provided for, whose duty it shall 1)C to collect the 
subscription, and who sliall, when collected, fund the same, and semi-annually pay 
the interest thereof to the Tnistees of the College, upon satisfactory evidence of 
their having obtained other $25,000 as a part of said Endowment Fund, and $5,000 
which may be otheru ise expended under the direction of the Trustees, in the inter- 
est of said College, which $30,000 to be raised by the Tnistees, shall be obtained 
outside of Albion and vicinity, including a circle of ten miles about the College. 
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The semi-annual payment of interest shall continue for five years from the time 
this agreement becomes binding, w hen, in case the Tmstees shall have raised 
$25,000 more tow ard the endowTnent of the College, the Board of Control shall 
continue the semi-annual payment of interest on their $25,000 for five additional 
years, at which time it shall be their duty to deliver up to the Tmstees of the Col- 
lege the w'hole $25,000 raised by the subscribers thereto, upon positive evidence of 
the Trustees having obtained an additional endow ment of $25,000, tlms realizing 
the full amount of $100,000, as a permanent endowment ftind. 

It is further agreed that at the expiration of ten years from the time this agiee- 
ment becomes binding, if, in the judgment of the Board of Control, the Tmstees 
have not procured $75,000 toward said Endowment Fund, then it shall become the 
duty of said Board of Control to pay to each of the subscril)ers thereto the full 
amount of his paid subscription, without interest, unless otherwise directed by the 
contributors to said fund, in convention assembled, at w hich representatives of one- 
half of the subscription shall be required to constitute a quorum. The Board of 
Control therein provided for shall be elected by a convention of subscribers called 
under the direction of the Committee of nine appointed at a meeting in the interest 
of the institution, held in the College Library the 20th of April last 

Your committee would most respectfully suggest to the Conference, as a desira- 
ble means for raising of the $15,000 called for during the coming year, the propri- 
ety of appointing a certain number of efficient brethren to this work especially, 
who shall leave their charges when most convenient for themselves, or consistent 
with the welfare of their respective fields of labor, to deliver lectures, raise collec- 
tions, and solicit private donations to this fund — such brethren to have no salaries, 
but simply as agents, to be allowed traveling expenses from monies collected by 
them. 

In reference to other educational interests within the bounds of the Conference, 
we are permitted to speak more cheeringly. The system of public instmction 
established in the State by law, is a vast, comprehensive, and efficient agency for 
the thorough education of all classe.s. The Constitution ordains that “ a school 
shall be kept icithout charge for tuition, at least three months in each year, in every 
school district in the State.” This wise provision of the State throws wide the doors 
of the temple of knowledge, and w’elcomes the masses to the sacred altars of 
thought. In the large tow ns and cities these free institutions are perfected to a 
very remarkable degree, under the name of Union Schools, and are really free 
seminaries of a high order, constituting a*natural and an appropriate ascent to the 
higher privileges of the State Normal School, or still on, beyond and aljove, to the 
halls of the Uni verity. 

The w hole number of primary School Districts reported in the State is 4,268 ; 
increase for the year of 65. Number of gi-aded or Union Schools, 116 ; increas<‘ 
for the year, 13. Numl)er of children and youth attending the Public Schools, 
207,323 ; inciease for the year, 4,828. 

The State Normal School is still advancing in its course of unprecedented pros- 
perity and usefulness. Its influence in exalting the standard of qualification for 
Teachers has been most happy and pow erful upon the public school system of the 
State. During the last six years it has sent out annually over one hundred teach- 
ers to labor ])rofessionally in our various graded schools, 110 of whom have been 
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graduates of the institution. The attendance for the year past has been 407, in the 
Normal Department, and 80 in the Model School. 

The University of Michigan, during the year, has given evidences of solid 
advancement in her unparalleled career. Notwithstanding the progress of the w ar 
which has made heavy drafts upon the patriotic ranks of her students, the number 
in attendance in its various depai’tinents has reached six hundred and fifteen. 

Consequent upon the munificent grants of the State in an early day, the Uni- 
rersity has now a permanent endowment fund of $525,000. Through the well 
directed efforts of the late President, one of the most celebrated educators of the 
day, seconded by the distinguished faculties of the various depai’tments, the Uni- 
versity has already taken the fii-st rank among the institutions of the new world, 
and gives promise of still greater developement and efficiency. 

Without expressing an opinion as to the wisdom or expediency of the recent 
action of the Board of Regents, in the removal of the late President, your commit- 
tee can but congratulate the Conference and the friends of education throughout 
the west, on the election of the Rev. Dr. Haven to the Presidency of the University, 
and can but express the fullest confidence which we feel in his thorough ability and 
purpose to carry fonvard all its high interests to a successful issue. 

The prosperity which has attended all the various educational enterprises of 
the State during the year past, is a matter of congratulation to the Christian patriot, 
and a cause of profound gratitude to Him who has, in his gracious providence, so 
adorned this beautiful peninsula with all the garniture of a Christian civilization, 
and covered it with the glory of an educated and enlightened prosperity. 

Your committee would respectfully recommend the re-election of Rev. T. C. 
Gardner as Trustee of the North-Western Univei-sity ; also, the names of James 
W. Sheldon, Escp, of Albion, and J. D. Morton, Esq., of Detroit as Tnistees of the 
Albion College.

OF ALLOWANCES. 

The eetimating committee provided for in the Discipline (page 55,) shall meet 
on the third Friday after the close of each session of the Annual Conference, at two 
o’clock, r. M., at a place designatt-d by the last Quarterly Conference of the pre- 
ceding year, and estimate the amount neoessaiy to support the preachers, as inquired 
by the Discipline. 

The 8tewai“ds and leaders shall meet at the sjune time and place, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, and apportion tlie amount to Ije raised to the different >-» 

classes on the charge. The estimate and apportionment shall be submitted to the 
Quarterly Conference, for approval, or amendment. 

The Quarterly Conference shall th(‘n district the charge, assigning to the several 
stewards paiiicular districts. The steward, or stewards of each district, in connec- 
tion with die class leadera of the same, shall apportion the amount assignc*d to their 
district among the several memlx*rs of the chureh within its bounds, and shall see, 
or cause to be sec'ii, as soon as practicable, each incmlxu’, and obtain his or her 
consent to such apportionment, or such part of it as he or she may bo w ilUng to 
pay, and to cireulate a subscription among those wlio are not membt'i’S of the 
church. 

OF COLLECTIONS AND DLSBUKSE.MENTS. 

Leaders mc^etings shall be held in all our charges, circuits a.s well as statioDB, 
where* it is at all practicable— and the amounts which have Ixxn colk*cted by the 
stewards and leaders, shall ix? paid over to a treasurer chosen by the leader’s 
meeting. The amounts so collected shall Ix^ i)aid, in liquidation of the preacher’s 
claim, in the following order: First, traveling ex'ixnses; s(*cond, house rent; 
third, quarterly allowance. 

In case no leader’s meetings are held, the duties herein de\ olved on such raec^ 
ings, shall be jierformed by the Quai’terly Confeience. 

KEFOBTS TO QUAKTEKLY CONFERENCE, LOVE FEASTS, AND CLASSES. 

The amounts paid by the several classes shall lx? reported to the Quarterly Con- 
ference each quarter, and the reports properly entered in the steward’s book, under 
the direction of the presiding eldei-s. Each steward shall be responsible to the 
Quarterly Conference for proper efforts to collect funds within his district. 

The amounts paid by each class, the deficiency, if any, and the cause of such 
deficiency, if known, shall be reported to the church in Love Feast each quarter. 

The stewards .shall see that a report of the amount expected from each member, ! 

the amount paid, and the deficiency, be made in each cla.ss at least once in eat* 
when each member, who is deficient, shall have the ])rivilege of explaining the 
cause of such deficiency. 

OP PRESIDING elder’s CLAIMS. 

The board of district stewards shall ajiportion the claims of the pixjsiding cldors 
among the several chargee of the district, according to their several ability, and 
the amount they usually pay their pastors, taking into account any poculiarifciofl 
the circumstances of any charge for the time being.

The system of ministerial labor in the M. E. Church is peculiar in many impor- 
tant particulars, and, we think, conforms more fully with tlie genius of Cluistianity, 
and the primitive models, than that of any other church organization. 

The minister being inwardly called of God, and solemnly set apart by the Church 
to hie sacred work and its tremendous responsibilities, in a peculiar sense ceases tc» 
be his own, and bt'comes the propei-ty — the Divinely given inheritance of the w hole 
Church, to seiwe her in promoting the great object of her existence. Upon our 
theory he thenceforward ceases to be responsible for his field of labor, but goes 
where, in the best judgment of the Church, he can most eflSciently subserve her 
interests, and stays there during her pleasure. 

lie enters into no stipulation with those w hom he serves concerning his com- 
pensation ; expecting simply and only a support that he may live as his people live, 
during his sojourn among them. The manner or style of living which he shall 
maintain, is not left for him to determine, but for those who must in part pay its 
expense.*!. The officiary of the charge where he labors estimates his claim, and in 
that estimate express their judgment of what it will cost him to live among them. 

This estimate is in no proper sense a salary — a reward for services rendered — 
but barely the expenses of living during a given period, and nothing more. But if 
by a rigid economy he can save anything, he evidently lives cheaper than his of- 
ficiary expected him to live, and his savings are the reward of his self-denial and 
privation. A little sickness in his family, or a slight advance in the expense of 
living, will cause his expenses to exceed his income, and leave him deficient more 
or less, at the end of the year. And this is repeated year after year during the 
wholo of his efficient life. 

Thus, when the infirmities of disease or age come upon him, he is left, after a 
life of toil and privation, without any means of suppoi't, or if he is cut down by 
death in the midst of his years and strength, his widow and orphans are left with 
only an inheritance of penury and destitution. 

The Church, in her theory, assumes to support her w'orn-out ministers, and the 
widows and minor children of those who die in her w ork, and a special collection 
for this object is ordered to be taken annually in all our congregations. But these 
collections, w'e all know, have never paid twenty-five per cent, of these claims in this 
conference, nor is there any hope of any material improvement from this source. 
The result is that the honest claimants, having no other resources, have been 
doomed to struggle on in penury until God in his Providence has ojiened some other 
avenues of relief, or graciously called them from poverty and privation here to 
their richer and more glorious inheritance in heaven. The full amount of suffering 
which has been endured from this cause is known only to Him who listens to the 
cry of the widow and the fatherless, and bottles up all the tears which distress and 
anguish have w rung from those who an; dear to Him as the apple of His eye. 
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It is bt;lieved that the sutteiiiig arising from this cause is by no means a neces- 
sity. There is both ability and disposition within reach to relieve it Generous 
raembei's and friends of the Church and Ministry, have repeatedly requested us to 
form a Legal Corporation, having for its object the relief of this worthy and meritori- 
ous class of persons, that they might, while living, and by bequest when dying, 
contribute to a permanent fund, whose annual income would afford them a com- 
fortable support. 

Responsive to these repeated requests, and imi)etlcd by the importance of the 
subject, the Conference, which was held in the city of Detroit in 1861, appointed a 

Committee, consisting of Revds. George Smith, E. II. Pilcher, M. Hickey, S. Reed , 

and S. Clements, Jun., to organize a legal Coi-poration, under the general Statutes of || 

this State, during the ensuing year. |j 

This Committee met in the city of Detroit on the 20tli of December, 1861, and 
performed the duty assignetl to them, taking as the name and title of their Associa- 
tiation — “ The Superannuated Preacher’s Aid Society of the Detroit Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

Its Articles of Association provide that all sums contributed to its funds shall 
be paid over to a Board of Trustees, and by them be securely invested, and consti- 
tute a permanent, inalienable fund, forever ; the annual interest or profits of which 
only, shall be used for the relief of the superanuated preachers of the Detroit Annual 
Conference, and the widows and minor children of deceased members of said 
Conference. 

All the above named persons are claimants upon the funds of the Society, but 
no money shall l^e paid to any one until at least fifty dollars have been contributed 
to the Society’s funds on his account. In default of the payment of fifty dollars 
before any individual or his family becomes claimants, the annual dividends falling 
due to them are to be retained until the amount of fifty dollars, is obtained thence, 
and afterwards paid over as they fall due. 

There has already been contributed in cash and notes over thrt'e thousand dollars, 
and a dividend will l)e made in August, next year. 

This Society and its objects are commended to the favorable notice of our fnends 
throughout our Conference, and they are respectfully requested to remember it 
while acting as their own executoi*s, and in their last wills, when making a final 
disposition of what God has enrtrusted to their care as His stewnrds. 

FORM OK BEQUEST. 

I give and bequeath to the Superannuated Preacher’s Aid Society of the Detroit 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, organized under the Statutes 
of the State of Michigan, on the 20th day of December, 1861, the sum of 
dollars, and the receipt of the Treasurer of said Society shall be a sufficient dis- 
charge therefor to any ExecutoiT. 

BEFORT ON PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee, after careful deliberation uj)on the subject committed to them, 
find reason to express their regrets that with the most varied ])eriodical literature 
of any church in thc! world, adapted to every w ant of the church, in her ministry 
and memhei'ship, from the staid (piarterly — the magazines and weekly papei-s — 
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there is still a large portion of our people that do not subscribe for, or read our [ 

church papers. The desire of the church, evidently, is to place her official papers | 

in every family of the Church. The failure to do so is not justly chargeable to the L 

church or to the character or quality of these periodicals. The importance of a wide I 

dissemination of our church literature can hardly be overestimated, especially in these ^ 

times of commotion and revolution. The ability with which they are conducted, | 

and their adaptation in their several departments, make them a necessity to every | 

member of the church, wlio would be well advised of the movements of the church 
in her world-wide field. We therefore submit the following resolutions : i 

1. That as ministers we will spai’e no pains in trying to impress upon the minds k 

of our people the importance of sustaining our periodicals. | 

2. That we will not abate in the least our interest in the K W. Advocaie, nor [ 

any other church paper, but will labor to extend their circulation. !

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. f 

The Committee on Temperance beg leave to submit the following report : I 

We are deeply impressed with the importance of the subject, and the magnitude I 

of the interests involved. I 

It is emphatically the cause of God and humanity. | 

We regret to say that notwithstanding all the efforis which have been made to | 

stop the sale of intoxicating liquors, they are still sold openly in every part of our | 

State, and as a consequence, intemperance is feaifiilly on the increase, and, unless f 

something can be done to arrest its progress, threatens to overwhelm us with all its 
ruinous consequences. 

It is not necessary for us to speak at length of its evils. It is sufficient to say 
that it is the mother of vices, the parent of crime, and the unmistakable source of 
innumerable woe.s. There are several reasons for the increase of intemperance 
within the last few years. We refer to the following : 

First — The friends of temperance, u lio labored long and hard to secure a pro- 
hibitory liquor law, were disappointed to find it inoperative after the Legislature 
had grantiMl it. Not that the law' was defective, but because, like any other law, 
it had no power to enforce itself, a fact w hich was evidently, at least to a very great 
extent, overlooked ; and as the sanguine (and perhaps unreasonable) hopes of its 
friends w'ere disappointed, they became discouraged, and very little has been done 
for this cause for several years. 

Another reason for the increase of intemperance is found in the existence of the 
rebellion and war. By the.se the minds of the friends of humanity have been called 
from this subject to another, the magnitude of which is peifctly overwhelming. The 
war cry has sounded, calling the brave sons of freedom to the defence of their 
country, and has effectually drowned every other voice. Amid the din of war the 
feeble cries of widows and orphans, the ^detims of the rum traffic, have been unheard, 
save as they have entered into the eara of the Lord of Sabbaoth, where the faintest 
whisper of distress cannot be drowned by all the conflicts of earth. 
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1 Again, intemperance is being promoted by domestic ^^•ines, which your committee 

are sorry to say are coming into common use in many families. This to some may 
seem to be a small matter, but its consequences to the cause of temperance are far- 
reaching, and we should not fail in our preaching and by our private example to 
discontinue the practice. 

I Your committee are happy to be able to jeijort that during the past year the 

I cause of temperance has revived in our State, at least to some extent. Many tem- 

I perance organizations have been formed, and others which had suspended, have 

I been resuscitated, and are now in a flourishing condition, so that on the whole the 

prospect for the temperance cause is not discouraging. 

Your committee are of the opinion that the principal agency to l>e employed in 
* redeeming the world from the dreadfiil scourge of intemperance, is the Gospel, and 

j the principal instrumentalities the Ministry and Church of Christ Yet we are not 

I less of the opinion that the different temperance organizations are doing a part of this 

work, and should be hailed as auxiliary agencies in the God-like enterprise.

And fiirthermore, we recommend to this Conference the lu'ariy adoption of the 
following resolutions : 

1st That the Tract Society of the M. E. Church is every way worthy of a more 
generous support by our prayera and alms. 

2nd. That as Conference directs, we will, this coming Conference year, appeal 
to our respective congiegations for liberal contributions in its behalf.

The 
spread of the Scriptures therefore in our beloved country, multiplies the forces that 
operate for the production, the maintenance and the preservation of whatever is 
good and imperishable in the nation’s character and history. It is therefore matter 
t of devout thanksgiving to God, that all tlie resources of our noble national Bible 

Society have been fi’eely consecrated to the w ell-being of the country. Its distri- 
•' butions in the anny and and navy of the republic for the year past have amounie<l 

* to upwards of one million five hundred thousand copies. 

The good accomplished by the converting, healing, sustaining influences of the 
Divine Word among the legions of our soldies, the revelations of the future life can 
alone disclose. It is the Bible also in the homes of the people that sustains and 
animates the faith of patriotism in the Lord of hosts, and that is an unfailing source 
of consolation to the many thousands who mourn the loss of their friends slain in 
battle. 

The Society’s work in our own State during the year, has been unusually pi*os- 
perous. The number of volumes brought into the State for the year amount to 
20,389. The receipts were in advance of those of any former year. Its operations, 
as conducte<l by the present agent, are designed to be of a truly religious and per- 
manent order. Our churches, it is believed, are benefitted spiritually by the sym- 
pathy and means they invest in this cause. We therefore present for adoption the 
following resolutions : 

Resolved 1. That the operations of the American Bible Society in the country 
at large, including its special exertions to meet the wants of the army and navy, 
justify all the confidence heretofore expressed iu our Conference action in the chw- 
acter and management of this great institution of Christian Charity. 

Resolved 2. That we hereby commend anew to the sympathies and liberality 
of our people the claims of the American Bible Society, and will ourselves cordially 
co-operate with the Society’s agent in promoting the best interests of his cause.

MEMOIB. 

Rev. William Mothei-sill was born in Yorkshire, England, May 25th, 1814. The 
subject of early Christian nurture, his heart in tlie morn of life yielded to the draw- 
ings of the Father. When but a mere child he formed the habit of retiring regularly 
to his closet for secret prayer, where he often became hapj>y in a Saviour’s love. 

In 1832 he was appointed a prayer leader in his native country. In 1833 he 
emigrated to Canada, where in 1835 he was licensed as a local preacher by the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church. He came to Michigan and settled in Detroit in 1838. 
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Here he engaged in a siicccssfiil business. But his mind was ill at ciu?e, feeling 
that he was called for a higher and holier work. To an intimate friend he re- 
marked: “I had rather be instinimental in saving one soul, than be the possessor 
of this city.” 

In 1840 he was admitted on tiial into tlie Michigan Conference, and appointed 
as preacher in charge of Oakland Circuit, then embracing al)Out half the territory 
of Oakland county. During his connection with the Conference he filled a number 
of important appointments with acceptability and usefulness. 

On account of financial embarassments, at the session of the Detroit Conference 
in 1861, he was, at his own request, granted a location, and soon after removed his 
family to Holly. But his great life-w ork was still kept in view. Embracing every 
opportunity of usefiilhess, he did much to advance the interests of the church. At 
its succeeding session he was re-admitted into the Conference and appointed to 
Genesee circuit ; but he never reached his new field of labor, the Great Master 
having work for him above. 

Having been ill for more than two months, he sent on his family to have their 
new home prepared for his reception when he should be able to join them. He was 
taken to the house of his kind friend and faithful physician, Dr. Davis, of Holly, 
where he lingered about ten days, the last of which he spent in silent prayer and in 
shonting the praises of God ; and on the 8th of November, 1862, without a struggle, 
he sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. 

His ability as a preacher was above mediocrity ; as a pastor he was faithful and 
affectionate. Laborious and useftil in life, he is blessed in death, and his works do 
follow him.

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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 



1. The Conference shall meet at 8 o'clock, A. M., and adjourn at 12, M., but may alter the 
time of meeting and adjourning at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Conference stood 
adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the Scriptures, singing and prayer, and 
shall have the journals of the preceding day read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Conference, 
but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4 He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the Conference, but 
any member may oecline serving on moi’e than one committee at the same time. 

6, All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to writing if the 
President, Secretary, or any member of tlie Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution or report presented, is read by the Secretary, or stated by the 
President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any motion or resolution may 
be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under consideration has been 
disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following should inter- 
vene, which motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are placed, viz : Indefinite 
postponement ; laying on the table ; reference to a committee ; postponement to any given time, 
or amendment 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President to call him to 
order when he dej)arts from the question, uses personalities, or disrespectful language, but any 
member may call the attention of the President to the sulyect when he deems the speaker out of 
order, or any other member may explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the Conference, 
he shall^rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than fifteen minutes 
at one time, without leave of Conference ; nor shall any person speak more than once until every 
member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for any member 
who voted in the aflirmative to move a reconsideration. 

12 No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without leave, unless 
he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the bar of the 
Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by leave of Conference, when 
such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put, shall give his 
vote, unless tlie Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of Conference, and when approved, 
shall record them in a book provided for that purpose He shall take charge of the journal and 
other papers of the Conference, and preserve them with care ; suffer no person to take a copy of 
any paper during the interval of Conference, except with the consent of the Conference, and diall 
forward the journal and papers to the next Annuid Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference untU he has 
first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, so that the accused may 
have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another's character, it shall be his 
duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be made, to the President of 
the Conference, Who shall pass the name by, to be investigated in secret session, at such time as 
the Conference may direct
